The at- j 
tornevd are divided upon the question 
of the possibility of appealing to the 
court of appeals, inasmuch as the de- 
cision was unanimous. It is contend- 
ed by some that the appellate division 
may by unanimoi^ action send the 
question to the highest court.

therein were called under the Hill- 
Wheeler bill and upon the advice of 
the attorney general of the state these
